They Surrendered to the /mperialifts all 
the Towns they poffefs'd, either upon, or 
beyond the Rbine, trom the Fort of //unin- 

hen to the City of Mentz, viz. Brifac, Fri- 
bourgb, Fort Khiel, Demolith’d part of Fort 
Louw, Surrendered Philipsburgh, and quit- 
ted the whole Palatinate and the 5 Foreft 
Towns. 

I prefume to Affirm, that one of thele 
two things muft be true, with refpeét to 
the French quitting all that Country. 

Either fir#, That the French valued not 


‘the parting with thofe Strengths, having 


fufficient left on this fide to Defend his 
Country, and a Barrier large enough to 
put him out of fear of the Infults of the 
Germans, and Room enough on the Fron- 
tiers for the Seat of War, in Cafe of a 
new Rupture. 

Or fecondly, That the King of France 
found himfelf fo prefs’d by the laft War, 
that he was oblig’d to Reftore all this, to 
purchafe a Peace, and confequently the 
Confederates had the Advantage of him. 

I am not concern’d to enter into the 
Difpute of this Matter, both fides have Ar- 
guments for their Opinions ; my bufinefs 
3s rather to’ Relate the Faét, than give a 
Paraphrafe. 

’Tis certain the Confederates obtained 
great Conceffions on the Peace, upon.which 
the Acknowledging the late King Wiliam 
in: Prejudice of a Prince, who had taken 
SanQuary with him, and to whom he Pro- 
mifed Proteétion and Reftoration, was an 
Aétion that adds the leaft tothe King of 
France’s Glory, of any he has thought fit 
to make: Publick for many Years. 

Tis alfo as great a Proof of the Advan- 
gage the Confederacy had over him in that 
War, as any.I know in the whole Story, but 
Tram to guefs at what may be, by what ap- 
pears; the Secret Reafons which the King 
of Brawce had for that Aétion, are not 
vifible enough. for me to Treat of,. 
and for {peaking by ghefs.’tis not my Cu- 
ftom,,; efpecially in this Book, which I pre- 
tend. to. calla Hiftory.

We have now begun to draw aCircle re 


this vaft Monarchy, and as it appears For- “ah 
tified by Art, with a continued Line, of 


almoft Impregnable Fortifications, fromthe 
edge of the Sea, tothe foot of the Alps 5 _ 


from Flanders to Switzerland ; fo weareto 


confider it Fortify’d byNature; from thence 
to the Rhofme, Burgundy and Francke Comté, 
lay on this fide, and gave-the Spaniards free 
quent Opportunities to Infult the French, 
but the prefent King took care of that for 
the future, by making a Conqueft of them 
both, in but a piece of a Campaign, and 
annexing them to the Crown, they are 
call’d part of France; and fothe Dominions 
of this Great Monarch are bounded only 
by the Mountains of the Swi/s from the 
Rhine: to the Rbofne ; and Geneva has the 
Mortification to fee her felf expos’d to the 
dangerous Neighbourhood of the moftMor- 
tal Enemy of her Religivus Eftablifhment.. 

Here the French Dominions make an In- 
denture Eaftward, to the edge of Piemont, 
and here once they Poffefs'd one of the 
ftrongeft Fortrefles in the World, I mean 
Pignerol, which they very much fiad the 
want of now, and which they had: never 
yielded toDemolihh,if they had not thought 
the Marrying the Daughter of Savoy, to 
the Fortune: of France, had not been Ob- 
ligation enough to have fecur’d the Duke 
of Savoy to their Intereft. 

But if upon this Profecution they Im- 
pos'd too much upon him, made him Jea- 
lous of farther Encroachments, and obligid 
him thereby to turn upon all his former 
Meafures, the fault muft lie at their own 
door. 

¥ confefs this feems to me the weakeft- 
part of France, and is fecur’d only by the 
Weaknefs of her Enemies 3 fur if the Dike 
of Savoy fhould by any Cafualty of War 
give a blowto the Duke de Verdofm, and 
thereby becom: Mafter cfithe Field 5 theve 
is nota Town on the Frontiers of Franse 
from Grenoble to the Sea fide, that is of 
any tolerable Scrength, either to make 2 
Retreat for any occafion of an Army, or 
to check the Progefs of a. Fortunate &- 
nemy.

Refolve, after he had got the Caftle of

The ‘inacceffiblenefS of its Situation, 
the Prodigious hardnefS of the Rock on 
which it , aee% to which a Miner be- 
ing fet, in three days time could not 
make a hole big enough to cover half a 
Man, and the Approach of the Duke of 
Sevoy to its Relief, were fuch Confiderati- 
ons as made the Cardinat very uneafy till 
he got the Caftle, and indeed the Gover- 
nour, who was fitter for a Prieft than a 
Soldier, was wheedled into the Surrender ; 
for as he had refoly’d not to March out 
till fuch an Hour inthe Moraing, the Car- 


make the Governour believe ’twas later 


than Ordinary, and fo got him out of the 


Town, when the Van of the Duke of Sz- 
woy’s Army was within two Leagues of 
the Place. 

The Duke of Savoy was fo Enrag’d at 
the Garrifon, that he Ordered his Cavalry 
to fall on them, and had cut them to pieces 
upon the fpot,but for the Interceffion of fome 
of his Generals ; tho’ he liv’d nor long after 
it, and moft People thought the lofs of this 
Place broke his Heart. . 

Sume indeed fay that the Duke of Savoy 
was Agitated between two vivlent Ex- 
treams, and Expired in the Operations of 
violent Joy and Extraordinary Grief, the 
firft for the taking of Mantua, the laft for 
the lofs of Pignerol.
